Washington and Chicago early 
today. A Puerto Rican separa- 
tist group" claimed

sibility for Ihe bombings, which 
occurred a year and a day after 
five similar blasts the group 
was blamed for. 
„ The bombs,went off almost 
simultaneously in the three .ci- 
ties at about 2 aim. EST and 
caused only minor damage and 
no injuries. One of the blasts 
damaged first and second-story 
windows 'at Chicago's Sears 
Tower, the' world's 
tallest 


building. 


The group's communique also 


said .it had planted bombs in 
Puerto Rico, but there were no 
immediate reports of explosions 
there. 


In Chicago, a man called a 


newspaper after the explosiohs 
and said two more bombs were' 
set to go off "in honor of the 
veterans." Police found an 
unexplodcd bomb consisting of 
five sticks of dynamite in a 
bouquet of roses at the Standard

Mizeesko; 18, a security, guard, 
at a West Side branch of the 
First National City, Bank, heard 
one of the explosions and ran 
outside. He was standing 30 feet 
away when a bomb exploded in 
front of his own building. 


"I was scared beca'use I 


thought there were going to be 
bombs all over the city," he 
said. "I thought everything was 
going to blow up around me. I 
stood, in the middle of the street 
— away from everything — and 
waited." 
• Shortly after the first blasts, a 
woman called The Associated 
Press in New York to say that 
the FALN was responsible for 
the blasts. FALN< stands in 
Spanish for the Armed Forces 
for National Liberation, which 
seeks Independence for Puerto 
Rico, a U.S. commonwealth.

The note aJso demanded "the 


immediate . independence of 
Puerto Rico and the uncondi- 
tional release" of Oscar Collazo, 
convicted of trying to assas- 
sinate President Truman in 
1950, and four other persons

congressmen with gunfire in the 
House in 1954 while shouting 
"Freedom for Puerto Rico."

Swainson Trial Judge Warns Defense

DETROIT (AP) — The judge in the bribery conspiracy trial of 


'Michigan Supreme Court Justice John Swainson warned defense 
attorneys today that he may limit efforts to uncover possible 
improprieties by federal agents who investigated the case. 


"I view this case as one in which the FBI has not been indicted 


for anything," said U.S. District Court Judge Carl Rubin. "This is 
a criminal case and I propose to limit cross-examination." 


The defense has been attempting to find nut if the FBI used 


wiretaps, possibly without permission of a federal court as 
required by law, and whether agents violated federal law by sur- 
veillance of U.S. citizens in Windsor, Ont., hotels. 


The government continued its case today with testimony from 


Edward Schtey, the third FBI agent to appear. 


Schtey testified about going to'Windsor to consult will. Alleged 


payoff man John J. Whalen, but said neither he nor any other FBI, 
agent MW money change hand*. 


The case by the U.S. Justice Department's Organized Crime 


Strike Force charges Swainson was involved in soliciting a $30,000 
bribe to win a new trial for Whalen, 30, in an Adrian burglary. 


Much of the first week of the trial was devoted to playing tape 


recordings which FBI agents said they obtained by planting a 
microphone on Whalen when he conferred with the alleged 
middleman in the payoff, former bail bondsman Harvey Wish, 45. 


Swainson is charged with conspiracy, bribery and perjury, while 


Wish is charged with conspiracy and bribery. The perjury charge 
against Swainson stems from what he says was a misunderstand- 
ing when he testified before the grand jury. 


U.S. District Judge Carl Rubin of Cincinnati, named to preside 


over the case when all Michigan judges disqualified themselves, 
allowed- the .jury and attorneys lo use headsets in listening to the 
lapes. 


Over defense objections, he also permitted the jury and attor- 


neys to follow written outlines of the recorded conversations 
prepared by the prosecution staff. 


But spectators and newsmen found It difficult to ho*r Me 


recordings because of their poor quality. The defense said Swahi- 
son's name was never mentioned in the conversations, and that 
thore,was only rogue rcferencei to "The Man."

and felt that "further investigation 
would not be justified.'. 


Two of the 1973 cases, however, were 


apparently valid. Police in Sonoma, 
Calif.', found evidence of barbiturates 


in a child's candy, but no arrests were 
made. In Philadelphia, police reported 
that a pill was placed in a'child's bag 
by an 80-year-old woman'in '.'.advanced' 
stages of senility" who was ultimately 
given mental health supervision.

5605 million that costs the Treasury 
was part of the $2.7 billion which was 
to be deleted, but the. committee 
reversed itself and Jet the 'deduction 
stand. 


Another $300 million to $400 million 


of the "savings" was eliminated when 
the committee relaxed its earlier curb,- 
on tax shelters in real estate and 
farming. A new deduction came into 
being when the lawmakers approved 
an amendment which permits deduc- 
tions for"child-care wages, paid to 
relatives not living in the taxpayer's 
home. Previouslyi such wages were 
deductible only if' paid to non-rela^ 
lives. 


So, the ball'of tax reform rolls on 


and on. \Vhcn it slops it will nol be Ihe 
least surprising lo find > Ways and 
Means had produced tax changes more 
complicated, more all-inclusive and 
more expensive than the provisions 
they replace.

They say 
Detroit, like others, will not be 
able to sell its bonds or at best 
will be forced to pay higher

Rep John Conyers Jr., a De- 


troit Democrat, sa^s if New 
York goes down, "It will be only 
a matter of time before Detroit 
announces its bonds are no 
longer marketable." 


Rep William' Ford, also a

bankrupt "without starting a 
tidal wave that will sink Detroit 
and other large cities across the 
"nation."

Snyder turned down a job as a 
research assistant at Harvard to 
pick,apples in New Hampshire 
this fall Instead, he joined the 
Greenleat Harvesters Guild, a 
varied collection of high school 
dropouts, pacifists and students 
seeking alternative lifestyles. 


The decade-old non-profit 


guild now has about 90 men and 
women working in four apple 
orchards in New Hampshire and 
Massachusetts. Guild crews al- 


so pick blueberries and piuno 
trees.• 


"I wanted to do something 


different," says Bill Goodwin, 
31, who has a PhD in psychology 
from Yale. He adds'that even- 
tually he'll "become middle 
class and middle age," but tor 
now he says the Harvesters are 
teaching him something about 
how to live and work with other 
people in a commune-type set- 
ting. He's also learning how to 
pick apples, considered by 
many orchard owners to be a 
job best done by Jamaicans or 
Canadians.

Police, hospitals" and prosecu- 
tors generally respond poorly 
and haphazardly to rape cases 
and rape victims, according to a 
national survey conducted for 
the Law. Enforcement Assis- 
tance Administration. 


The study, released today by 


the LEAA, recommends that 
local officials develop ways to 
treat rape victims with more 
dignity and make it easier for 
them 
to provide evidence- 


against their attackers. Many of 
the report's conclusions are 
similar to findings and recom- 
mendations made in recent 
years by^women's groups 


The 15-month study was con- 


ducted by the Center for Women 
Policy Studies in Washington 
with a $238,437 LEAA grant. The 
report covers some 600 pages in 
four volumes. The LEAA will 
distribute a condensed version 
to state and local law en- 
forcement agencies across thp 
country .The researchers found 
that rape victims usually must 
go to public hospitals for an 
examination 
to 
determine 


whether medical: treatment is 
needed and to collect evidence 
:for use in prosecuting the at- 
tackor. 
\ 


Many private hospitals only 


reluctantly treat rape victims 
and may charge up to $75 for the 
examination, the report said. 


"Most police'officers have 


difficulty finding a hospital that 
will treat rape victims," the 
report said. "Hospitals have 
exhibited both reluctance to 
provide medical testimony and 
disparaging attitudes toward 
rape victims." 


The conclusions were based 


on a survey of 51 police depart- 
ments and 41 hospitals and 
clinics in large and medium- 
sized cities. 


The researchers said a few 


facilities have developed special 
programs to assist rape victims 
but that many reformers have 
, trouble changing institutional 
rules and traditions to accom- 
modate the new procedures.

even though many may be 
repeat offenders.

Let's not kid ourselves, we need 
to realize that any country 
which docs not'know where it is 
going, what it should be, what 
it's true national and interna- 
tional role, but which begins to 
strive merely to hang on to whal 
It has is doomed to failure. His- 
tory should teach us that. It is 
time for us lo reflect on the need 
for a revolution in the United 
States; not .a revolution of guns 
but a revolution of the spirit.

When we begin !to really look 
into the future we see a far 
different future than we might 
have envisioned back after 
World War II when we had all 
the marbles.

holding on lo what we got and it 
that is the sum total of our na- 
tional goal then we truly are 
sick. And I want lo give three 
cheers, to the editor-of The 
Herald-Palladium and to Mr.
